After three hours’ debate, 
ference of democrats of western states 
today adopted a resolution indorsing 
the candidacy of Governor Alfred E. 
Smith, of New York, as the party's 
presidential nominee in 1928. The vote 
was not unanimous. Utah delegates 


particularly opposed the action. 
Delegates also attended from Ida- 
ho, Montana, Colorado, California, 


South Dakota and Wyoming. 

After h®aring one of its purposes 
outlined by Fred W. Johnson, Wyom- 
ing. as the formation “of a bloc that 
ean be heard and heeded in the party 
convention,” the committee on the or- 
der of business offered for favorable 


consideration this resolution: 

“Whereas, it is the sense of this 
meeting, composed of active working 
democrats of the Pacific coast and 
Rocky Mountain states that Alfred E. 
Smith. of New York, represents the 
best traditions and ideals of the party, 
and is the most available candidate 
mentioned for the nomination for 
president of the United States. 

“Now, therefore, be it resolved that, 
not intending to usurp in the least 
or any degree, the duties and preroga- 
tives of the democratic organizations 
of these states, yet as party men and 
workers, we do hereby make it known 
to the people of the various com- 
munities from which we hail and to 
the voters of the United States, that 
we favor the nomination and election 
of Governor Smith as president of the 
United States.” 

The eonference was attended by 
representatives who were invited by 
Fred W. Johnson, Wyoming, and 
John Chese, Utah. The invitations 
were directed to known party work- 
ers in ten states, and did not men- 
tion any particular candidate, but 
Johnson said before- the meeting he 
expected Smith to be indorsed. With- 
drawal of McAdoo, he said, left no 
other candidate. 

Discordant Note. 


The first discordant note to the 
Smith candidacy was sounded by L. 
H. Francisco, of San Diego, himself 
a candidate for the democratic nomi- 
nation, and for a short time it seemed 
as though the Californian would not 
be given an opportunity to be heard. 
W. R. Chapman, Twin Falls, Idaho, 
however, counseled the meeting to 

ive Francisco the floor, saying he be- 
ieved any man who “is so ambitious 
as to seek the presidency of the Unit- 
ed States is entitled to be heard at a 
democratic meeting.” 

Francisco said he believed it wrong 
_ to indorse any candidate at this time. 
He outlined his principles and plans 
for relieving the farmer and solving 
the prohibition question.

NAVY DEPARTMENT 
STIRRED BY MAGRUDER. 
Washington, September 
(United News.)—The navy depart- 
ment has been stirred by publication 
of an article in this week’s Satur- 
day Evening Post by Rear Admiral 
T. P. Magruder, commandant of the 
Philadelphia navy yard, criticizing the 
conduct of the navy and charging 
wasteful and inefficient methods. 
Admiral Magruder’s outspoken criti! 
cisms recalled a similar attack which 
Brigadier General Mitchell 
made on the army two years ago, 
precipitating a bitter fight, a court- 
martial and his retirement from the 
army. 
The navy department..is_ inyvesti- 
gating the matter now. Redt Admiral 
Magruder had not submitf*@ the ar- 
ticle for approval before Bublication 
as is required by the regulations, Sec 
retary of the Navy Wilbur said. 
Whether the admiral would be snhbject- 
ed to discipline was not indicated. 

Will Cause Debate. 

His criticisms, sharp and specific, 
are certain to be debated in congress 
this winter. Magruder has heen a 
naval officer for 36 years, He re- 
ceived the distinguished service medal 
for commanding coast patrol squad- 
rons in French waters. His flagship 
was sunk in 1918. yo 

“The navy is not obtaining the 
naval power justified by the generous 
appropriations made therefor by the 
people of the United States,” he said. 
“In indicating that there are, in my 
opinion, certain extrayagances, my 
criticisms, if any, are for construc- 
tive reforms.” 

He said the navy needs more money 
for more men, for maintenance of 
a large number of destroyers now tied 
up, for expansion of aviation and for 
more light cruisers and submarines. 

Magruder undertook to point out 
wherein he thought the navy was not 
getting the most return for its money. 
One of his main criticisms was that 
too much money is being spent = on 
desk officers and clerks in Washing- 
ton.

LEGIONNAIRES VISIT 
GEORGES CLEMENCEAU. 

Paris, September 23.—(#)—The 
American legionnaires have deserted 
Paris. Overseas caps are absent from 
the boulevards and the stirring tunes 
of American bands no longer’ are 
heard. 

The legion, its convention ended yes- 
terday, has evacuated the French capi- 
tal, journeying to the battlefields of 
Saint Mihiel, Verdun, Chateau-Thierry 
and the Argonne, and today Paris pre- 
sented its usual typical French appear- 
ance with American side lights. 

A hundred aviators flew over Le 
Bourget flying field in honor of the 
legion and a committee of the legion, 
headed by its new commander, E. FE. 
Spafford, called on France’s war-time 
premier, Georges Clemenceau. The 
old “tiger” drew in his claws and 
purred a weleome and then the legion- 
naires departed and scattered, their 
work done. 

General John J. Pershing, former 
National Commander Howard P. Sav- 
age and Commander Spafford, alone 
were received by Clemencean in his 
temporary Parisian home. As soon 
as the latter caught sight of Genera! 
Pershing, he leaped forward and clasp- 
ed the American war-time commander 
in his arms. Both men were deeply 
moved. General Pershing was pale 
and his eyes heavy as if he were 
feeling the strain of the past few 
days, while Clemenceau’s “monogliam” 
mustache was twitching and his keen 
little grey eyes snapping.

3s WOMAN MAKES DRAMATIC PLEA TO JURY $3 


To Serving Prison Sentence 


Mt. Vernon, Iil.. September 23.— 
(United News.)—Tired of prison and | 
anxious to return to her children, | 


Mrs. Elsie Sweetin, who is accused 
of being an accomplice in her hus- 
band’s murder three years ago, today 
made a passionate and dramatic plea 
for liberty or death. 

Her appeal to the jury followed a 
vigorous cross-examination by the 
state. R. E. Smith, her attorney, ask- 
ed if there was anything she wished 
to teil the jury. 

“Yes, there is.” she sobbed. and 
turning to the 12 men who will de- 
cide her fate, she said: 

“I don’t want you to send me back 
to prison, away from my children. 
If you think I killed my husband, 
send me to death. Don’t take me 
away from my children. I've been 
trapped into this. I didn't kill my 
husband.” 

As she spoke several women spec- 
tators in the crowded court burst 
into tears. Harry Lee, 8, her young- 
est son, also began to cry. 

A shoft time later the defense rest- 
ed its case. The state called sev- 
eral witnesses, but final arguments 
and the judge’s charge to the jury 
were expected Saturday.

What Recent Surveys Seveal. 

Recently there have arisen in sev- 
eral states of the union organizations 
for the purpose of ascertaining and 
scheduling exactly how many taxes, 
licenses, official fees, and other as- 
sessments for government purposes are 
laid upon the whole body of tax- 
payers of the state. These investiga- 
tions include all such impositions by 


{the state, the county, the cities and 


towns, school, road, and other districts 
having the right to levy special taxes 
for lecal purposes. The revelations 
that have thus been made in some 
of the states are amazing and are 
leading to organized movements to es- 
tablish tax reforms and budgetary 
systems of levies and disbursements. 

When it dawns upon the public 
mind that federal, state, county and 
local taxes have reached the point 
where they annually absorb nearly 
one-third of the net income of the aver- 
age citizen who has property, or is 
engaged in business, it is to be expect- 
ed that there will be some sort of 
concerted movement to learn the whys 
and wherefores of such heavy exac- 
tions. and to devise ways and means 
to reduce them to a reasonable mini- 
mum,

The Flock of Vampire Taxes. 

In some of the cities of the country 
it has been brought into view. that 
the schedules of all taxes, licenses, 
fees and assessments imposed by the 
federal, state, county. and local units 
of government, include more than 500 
separate items. Of course, not every 
citizen pays all of these items di- 
rectly; but indirectly, most of them 
eventually reach him through the 
channels of trade and the services 
which from time to time he obtains 
from officers of the government. Tt 
is practically impossible for “the ul- 
timate consumer,’ as we eall him— 
otherwise, the common citizen—-to es- 
cape having nearly all of these assess- 
ments filtered down into his bill of 
living: expenses. 

It has been found, for instancs. 
that sometimes a taxpayer is called 
upon to pay three times for the same 
purpose to three separate units of the 
government im the state, and frequent- 
Ivy must pay yet another assessment 
for the same purpose to the federal 
government. ; 

If all of these levies upon income, 
privileges and services were put into 
one tax bill and such a bill presénteel 
to every citizen in the state at the 
same time, there would be such a ge-- 
eral howl of protest and so loud a 
demand for tax reform and eronumy 
in government, as would shatter the 
rings around the planet Saturn, to say 
nothing of those around the state 


| Let the Georgian Look Around. 

The citizen of Georgia who wants 
to know “where he is at” in this 
matter of taxation should bestir him- 
self to discover just how his money 
is taken from him and who gets it, 
and what it does for him? 

He should study the state tax act 
and the reports of the state’s fiscal 
officers. In them he will discover 
that the legislature has authorized 
the state governmént to levy and col- 
lect 145 different items of taxes, li-

The Burden Is Home-Made. 

As above mentioned, the state taxes 
145 different properties and privi- 
leges. Some of the counties, such as 
Fulton, Chatham, Bibb and Rich- 
mond, have tax lists running as high 
as 105 items, and cities and towns 
are also allowed to levy upon 175 kinds 
of real and personal properties and 
corporate and individual occupation 


privileges. ) 

These together make up 425 several 
levies distributed among the _ inhabi- 
tants of the cities, towns and coun- 
ties of the state. Most of those who 
have anything a constable can levy 
upon must pay on one or more of 
the items; presumably always on his 
poll, 

Kut there are many citizens who pay 
six to a dozen of these items of annual 
taxation, and sometimes pay six times

for the same privilege—to the federal, 


state, county and town units, and then 


to a road and an independent school 
district. 

The federal direct taxes upon in- 
dividuals are negligible as a rule: the 
state taxes are in the main, and espe- 
cially in Georgia, not onerous: but 
county, city and special assessments 
have grown so rapidly and extrava- 
gantly in recent decades as to make 
burdens that are impoverishing to 
great multitudes of taxpayers. in 
nearly every state of the union,

The Fleas of the Fee System. 

Just to show how the public has 
to pay for government services, it is 
opportune to state what the Asso- 
ciated Industries of Missouri recently 
discovered in that state. 

They found that the clerks of the 
circuit courts, similar to our Georgia 
superior courts, are authorized to col- 
lect 47 varieties of fees; the clerks of 
pother courts, 56 sorts of fees: jus- 
tices of the peace ean charge 33 dif- 
ferent fees; sheriffs are entitled to 
22 bites out of the publie pie, and 
the constables can take 17 more. 
Those are all extra to the general tax 
lists of state, county and. town. 

I do not know how the fees allowed 
by law to state, county and city offi- 
cials in Georgia compare with the 
above list in Missouri, but 1 imagine 
there is not a wide difference hb 
tween the sthedules of the two states.

HUGHES ON STATE RIGHTS |

A question has been submitted. to 
this. column relafing to the attitude 
of Judge Charles Evans Hughes on 
the yery important question of state 
rights. The asker of the question 
seems to have a fear that should 
Judge Hughes be a candidate for the 
presidential nomination next year, 
and happen to be elected to that high 
office, he would be friendly to the 
general republican sentiment. in favor 


of renascent federalism, or the cen- 
tralization of increasing power in the 
federal governmegt over the econsti- 
tutionally reserved rights of the 
states, 

The best information that I have 
concerning the views of Judge Hughes 
on that subject comes from a speech 
which he delivered before the New 
York State Bar association in Jan- 
uary, 1916, before he was nominated 
by the republican party for president 
in that year, and while he was yet 
a justice of the Supreme court of the 
United States. The revealing part 
of that address was in these words: 

' * = ™ * 


We Need Independent States. 

“If we did not have states we 
should speedily have to create them. 
We now have them, with the ad- 
vantages of historic background, and 
in mastering the serious questions of 
leeal administration we at least have 
the advantage of ineradicable senti- 
ment and cherisied traditions; and 
we may well congratulate ourselves 
that the circumstances of the forma- 
tion of ‘a more perfect union’ have 
given us neither a. confederation of 
states, nor a single centralized govern- 
ment, but a nation—and yet a nhion 
of states, each autonomous in its lo- 
cal concerns. To preserve the essen- 
tial system—without allowing state 
action to throw it out of gear—the 
requisite machinery for unity of con- 
trol in national concerns demands the 
most intelligent appreciation of all 
the facts of our inter-related affairs 
and. far more careful efforts of co- 
operation than we have hitherto put 
forth.” 

Assuming that Judge Hughes still 
retains the point of view from which 
he voiced the above sentiments, we 
may further assume that he is not 
in sympathy with a general sentiment 


over the internal affairs and institu- 
tions of the states.

Thinks Democratic Doctrines Defunct. 

On the other hand, during the time 
of his candidacy for the presidency 
Judge Hughes made a number of cam- 
paign speeches in which he severely 
criticized some of the traditional prin- 
ciples of the democratic party as he- 
ing obsolete and as solecisms in our 
present state of American politics. 
One of his declarations, which is a 
flashlight upon his political senti- 
ments, was this statement; 

“If you go through the democratic 
platforms for the last fifty years, you 
will feel as though vou were walking 
through a cemetery consecrated to de- 
parted constitutional theories.”

Benefits of trust fund insurance to 
the insured and the beneficiaries were 
described Friday night by William A. 
Stark, counsel for the Fifty-third 
Union Trust company. of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, at a meeting of the Atlanta As- 
sociation of Life Insurance Under- 
writers at the Capital City club. 


Trust fund insurance prevents the 
squandering of fortunes by the heirs, 
and provides for the life-long finan- 
cial needs of the family of the de- 
ceased, Mr. Sharp declared. He quot- 
ed figures to show that in cases 
where insurance is not taken care 
of in a trust fund, that the pro- 
ceeds df the policy are spent within 
seven years by the average family and 
that the family is then worse off than 
if it had not been left a cent. 


The trust fund department cperat- 
ed by a bank does not compete with 
life insurance companies, but rather 
aids the sale of insurance through co- 
operation, Mr. Sharp pointed out. An 
insurance trust is, in reality, a simple 
contract, wrapped up in a mass of 
legal verbage, whereby a man makes 
the bank or trust company the bene- 
ficiary of his life insurance and pro- 
vides that the bank or trust company 
is to use the proceeds of the insur- 
ance as he would use them it he were 
alive and able so to do, he said. 

“It is merely an old idea put 


ipsurance underwriters have | 
seeking for years and the evidence 
of this is in the growth in the num- 


ber and variety of policy settlement 


lans,” Mr. Sharp said. “This growth 
as been limited by the fact that most 
policy settiement plans must be sub- 
ject to an iron-clad contract which 
is carried out to the letter by the in- 
surance companies with a beneficiary 
who never comes in contact with the 
home office. 

“Under the insurance trust plan, 
the insurance money is administered 
by the officers of an institution who 
come into most intimate contact with 
beneficiaries and who are granted the 
right to use their own discretion with 
the purpose that they will, asx near 
as humanly possible, use that money 
for the benefit of a man’s dependents 
in the way he would want it used if 
he were aware of conditions in exist- 
ence. 

“If one could foretell the future, 
there would be no insurance trusts. 
But no man can foresee how, after his 
death, his family may be affected by 
sickness, insanity, war and calamity 
of any kind; nor can he foresee how 
fast his sons will develop business 
ability or what success his daughters 
will have in their matrimonial rela- 
tions,” 

‘The life underwriter of today is not 
the “cast-off” from some other busi- 
ness, as he was years ago, but he is 
a keen salesman, studying his_ busi- 
ness and devising many ways to meet 
sales resistance that does not show 
itself in the open, Mr. Sharp declar-

At the hour of the 
fight, Zaret sat down in front of jj 
his radio and waited with all the | 
confidence inherent in men who 
give two to one odds, for the mo- 
ment to arise, go forth and col- 
lect his five grand. 

“From the radio version and | 
from the stories in the newspa-. 
pers of the fight, I really believe 
that Tunney was out in the 
seventh round,” Zaret explained 
Friday. “It would not be fair for 
me to accept the money of the men 
who bet with me on the fight 
when, to say the least, Tunney’s 
victory is open to considerable 
question in my mind.” 

Zaret had to explain this sev- | 
eral times.

Then I turned and 
picked up the count, signalling with 
my fingers that I was starting the 
one, two, three, four, five, for which 
Gene was listening.” 

Barry said emphatically that Tun- 
ney was ready and able to get up 
when the official count reached “five.” 
This moment came nine seconds after 
he went slumping down along the 
ropes from the effects of a terrific 
left hook to the jaw. 

So it seems that despite the frantic 
shouts of that famons old shouter, 
Leo TI. Flynn, the champion of the 
world was not knocked out in that 
smashing seventh session, after all. — 

The referee told how wisely, in his 
opinion, Gene Tunney acted after he 
had been knocked down. 

“I looked into his eyes, and for a 
moment they were glassy,’ said 
Davie. “Then his eyes cleared, and 
he sat there, his left hand clutching 
the rope with which he planned to 
swing himself to his feet, calmly 
watching the timekeeper.

When Baron von Maltzan announc- 
ed that he intended to fly to Munich, 
one of his Berlin friends called his 
attention to a serious airplane acci- 
dent in south Germany yesterday in 
which three persons were killed. 

“Such things do not happen twice 
in succession,” the baron jovially said. 

His family life, close friends said, 
was a happy one. He leaves a widow 
and a young daughter. 

The German press deplores the 
death as the loss of one of Germany’s 
most able diplomatic representatives 
whose place will be filled only with

Baron von: Malizan was Germany's 
second ambassador to the United 
States since diplomatic relations were 
severed by the world war. 

He came to the United States from 
Japan, where ,he had been his coun- 
iry's representative at Tokyo. Dur- 
ing the¥Wworld war he was attached to 
the German foreign office. Practical- 
ly his entire career has been devoted 
to diplomatic service, : 

One of the major problems in which 
Baron von Maltzan was engaged in! 
representing his country bere was the 
solution of the question of disposing 
of alien property seized by the United 
States from German citizens during 
the war. Le was one of the leaders 
in Washington diplomatic society, his 
career here being contrasted to that 
of his predecessor who seldom par- 
ticipated in social activities, 

Baron von Maltzan was an expert, 
especially in the relations of Ger- 
many with Russia and the Orient. 

Secretary Kellogg paid tribute to 
the ability of Baron von Maltzan in 
a statement issued at the state de- 
partment saying: 

“Baron von Malfzan®was one of 
Germany's most accomplished diplo- 
mats,’ Mr. Kellogg said. ‘He proved 
his ability in Washington as he had

his purely official duties, was to bring 
nbout once more cordial relations be- 
tween the American and the German 
people.

Paris, September 23.—(7)—The 
soviet pro Is on debt payments and 
merchandise credit upon which the 
declaration was made in Moscow that 
the French and soviet delegations had 
agreed, were delivered in Paris tonight. 

The proposals show that the sov.-t 
government wants one and two-third 
times as much credit as it pays on 
the debts during the first six years, 
while the French, says the Russian 
note. indicated that their limit was 
credit equal to payments during a five- 
year period.

this evening to the French economic 
delegation.

Moscow, September 23.—(#)—The 
Russo-French debt negotiations—de- 
scribed as a settlement here—may well 
furnish a precedent for settlements 
with the United States, Soviet Rus- 
sia being willing to solve the much 
aggravated debt problem in the inter- 
ests of peace and good will through- 
out the world, the. Associated Press 
was informed on the highest authority 
tonight. 

A foreign office spokesman declared 
that a settlement with the United 
States should prove more simple than 
that with France because of the 
smaller aggregate amount involved and 
because of the economic interests of 
both countries. 

Further details of the Russo-French 
“settlement”? as revealed by the for- 
eign office authority are: The French 
government guarantees a $60,000,000 
loan to the soviets to be extended in 
the next five years for financing pur- 
chases by the soviet government in 
 wreaned e: this loan to be guaranteed 
in consideration of 60,000,000 gold | 
frane annuities ($12,000,000) pay- 
able by the soviet government over a 
period of 62 years. 

Moscow hails the so-called settle- 
ment as a big victory for soviet di- 
plomacy, the point being advanced 
that before the October revolution 
Russia paid to the French 400, 000,- 
000 gold frances in interest alone.
